THE IMPROVEMENT 
SCHEME.

In cannection with the robbary 
atdubileo Road, of which Miss 
Harvey.a resident of Kingsclere 
Hotel, was a victim, four Chinese 
youths, whose ages range from 
15 to 22 years, were to-day 
brought before the Magistrate 
and charged by Inspector Willis 
with complicity in thé offence. 

Evidence was given which 
showed that the prisoners balong- 
ed to a gang of saven roughs 
whosa original: intentions had 
been to steal the clothing of 
bathers from the shads at Ken- 
nedy Town beach, but who on 
realising that no good results 
could be secured in thst 
direction. on the spor of 
the moment fell on Miss 
Harvey as she was proceeding 
down the road and robbed her of 
ber handbag which contsined 
money and small valuables tg 
the value of $22. It 
disclosed ‘that one of 
robbers struck Miss Harvey 
on the back, while an 
accomplice, who is the only 
other member of the gang who 
took an active part in the attack, 
snatched the bag from her band 
and disappeared with it down the, 
road towards the beacb. When 
the attack was carried ont, 
saverai of the gang were noticed 
in the locality, and fram the fact 
that. they took a lively in- 
terest in the affair, it was 
suspected hy Miss Harvey that 
they were accomplices, a suspic- 
jon that was subsequently con- 
firmed in the confession=-made 
bs the arrested membersy ‘of 
the gang.

Point Police Station got to work 
after the robbery. and en artes 
was wade some bours later ~The 
confession ‘secured from this 
man lad 'o the arrest one after the 
other of three otber members of 
the gang, while the remainder.

Badon-Powell paid his visit to 

Hongkong in 1911 and saw the 

apleodid material which this 

Colony could fornish for the 

formation af a Boys Scouts Corps, 

he probably “never dreamed that 
the work which he advocated in 
this connection was destined to 
an early failure, not because there 
was any difficulty in the matter 
of recruitment but that official 
interest spent itself after the first 
few months of the Corps” exist- 
ence. The Corps, so far as we 
can remember, cama into exist- 
ence in 1933, principally through 
the efforts of Major (now Lt.

OVER THIRTY HAVE 
The ars coming: back 
to Canton. Since the declar- 
ation of peace in Europe, sone 
33 Germans, including severai 
women and. children, have 
returned ; and some are still com- 
ing a3 applications: for permits 
are rapidly coming into the 
Borean of Foreign Affaits, Before 
the War, nearly 200 Germans 
were in Kwangtung and Kwangsi, 
and some bad to leave during the 
War, leaving less than 48 
hundred before the Armistice 
was declared. A majority of 
the Germans here before the 
War were engsged in missionary 
work, while their merchants 
enjoyed prosperous trade with 
the Chinese. They cantroited a 
bank and about ten firms, holding 
agencies from -not only their 
nationals. bat also others. 
Severs! German firms have 
lately reopaned for basiness in 
Canton and others are looking for 
premises. Thay cannot now tako 
rooms in Shameen. They are 
endesvoring however, to establish 
themselves along the Bund. 
Germans in Canton are being 
at present treated like other 
foreigners without treaty relations 
with The China. They enjoy 
practically all freedom of.trade 
and residence as desired. 
for Consul the Netbertands 
is looking after their 
interests in official communica- 
tions with Chinese suthorities. 
The Chinese authorities only 
require them toresister upon their 
arrival and in case of change of 
yesidence, if they go from one 
district to another, While. not 
admitted te residence itt Shzimceny 
they. have made their homes in 
Fongtsuan, Tungshao, Ssikwsn, 
and otber parts of the city.— 
Canton Times. ‘ 


BERI-BERI IN THE 
GAOL. 


LAST YEAR'S OUTBREAK. 


In bis annualreporton Victoria 
Grol, Dr. W. J. Woodman says: 

During the last week in Octo- 
ber an outbreak of Bori-Bori 
occurred amongst the prisoners 
and is continuing at the end of 
the year: the number of cases to 
the end of the year was 292 of 
whom 189 were treated in hospital 
and 13 in the gaol. 

Towards the end of July the 
unpolished tice given to the 
prisoners was changed topolished 
rice, owing to the impossibility of 
obtaining the former. Three 
months later an ontbresk of Beri-

The ontbresk presents no 
features in any way different 
from otber gaol outbreaks already 
recorded except that it - was 
impossible to get uopolished rice, 
and dieting in other wy had to 
be used, and altbough this feiled 
to stop the occurrence of the 
disease the type was s0 mild that 
po death bas so far and 
al the cases except those which 
occurred early in the epidemic 
pave been of a mild type, 
bot have proved rather 
resistant to treatment owing to 
the rice that they were receiving 
being of inferior quality. On 
December 30th the Bret consign- 
ment of unpolished rice was re- 
ceived and I hope that some im- 
provement will soon manifest 
itself.

BRITISH DIVORCE 
LEGISLATION. 


- a DECISION OF 1557. 


“The recant legislation in Eng- 
land ondixorce recalls a judgment 
given at Warwick in 1857 by 
Justice Mavles. Is gave.a great 
impetns to the change in the Jaw 
which was already contemplated 
and which culminated in “An Act 
to amend the law relatiog to 
Divorce and Matrimonial Causes 
in England,” which received the 
Royal Assent on August 38th 
1837, coming into operation of 
January 187.1858. The following 
are Mr. Justice Mavle’s remares. 
as reported in the Tins of 
Janvary 27th E855 — 

“Prisoner, you have been con- 
victed upon clear evidences you 
have intermarried with another 
woman, your lawlul wife being 
sil] ahve. You have committed 
the erime of bigamy. You tell 
me, aod indeed, the evidenze has 
shown that your frst wife left her 
bome and her young children to 
live in adukers with anotber 
man. Yousay this prosecatioa 
is an instrument of extortion on 
the part of the adolterer. Be it 
so, Lam bound to tell you that 
these are circumstances which 
the law does notin yoor case 
take notice of. You had no 
rigbt to take the law into 
your own hands. Every English- 
msn is bound to kaow that when 
a wrong is dune, the law, or per- 
haps I should rather say the cou- 
stitution, affords remedy. Now 
listen to me, and } will tell you 
what you ovgbt to have done. 
Immediately you heard of your 
wife's adultery you should have 
gone to.an attorney and directed 
him to bring an action against the 
seducer of your wife. You should 
have prepared your evidence, in- 
structed your caurse and proved 
the. case in court and recollect 
that it was imperative thas you 
should recover. I do not mean 
actually obtain substantia! dama- 
ges. Having proceeded thus far, 
you should bare employed 
proctor and instituted a suit in

the Ecclesiastical Couris for a 
jvorce 2 a mense ef thus. Your 
esse ig avery clear one. and I 
doubt not you would bave obtain- 
ed yourdivorce. After this step 
your cowse was quite plain; you 
bad only to obtain a private Act 
of Parliament to dissolve your 
marriage, . This you would get as 
a matter of course upon payment 
of the proper fees and proof of 
the facts: you might then have 
lasfolly married again. I per. 
ceive, prisoner. fhat you appear 
scarcely to understand wha: I 
am sasing to yon, bot.Jes me 
assure vou these steps are con- 
stantiy taken by persons who are 
desirous to dissolve an unhappy 
marriage itis true, forthe wise 
man has said it. that “a bated 
woman when she ig married is 
thing that the earth canzot bear.” 
and “a bad wife is to her husband 
as rortenness to his bones.” You. 
however,.must bear this great 
evil. or must adopt the remedy 
prescribed by the constitation of 
sour country. I see you would tell 
me that these proceedings would 
cost you £1,000, and that all your 
small ssock-in-trade is not worth 
£100. Perhdpe it may co be. The 
law has nothing to say to that; if 
you bad taken these proceedings 
you would have been free from 
your present wife, aud the woman 
whom yo2 have secondly married 
would bave been & respectable 
matron. As you have not done 
go, you stand there & convicted 
culprit, and itis my duty to pass 
sentence upon you. You will be 
imprisoned for onedas.”

The Chinese problen—that is. the problens of putting the govern- 
ment of Chins ona sound and stable basis. and the bringing in of 
that era of peace and unity which we have all talked abou: for years 
without number—is something like a Chinese puzzle. Innumezable 
writers and speakers bave tried to find the solutioa, bat that nobody 
has succeeded is evident from zhe fact that the country is as unsettled 
today asever it was. But now come: forward one who, with cher- 
acteristic assuraoce, tells us tha: he oan straighten things ont’ with- 
out any difficulty whatever. This mzn je Suv Yat-sen, first Provis- 
jonal President ofthe Chinese Republic, and, incidentally rather 
more of a talker than a doer. {n his address tothe visiting Ameri- 
ean Congressmen, he said" f have found that the key to the 
problern of haw to settle the present confusion in China is to abolish 
the Twenty-One Demands. If the Twenty-One Demands can be 
abolished, there will be no more confusion.” It is true thas there is 
avery important proviso in Dr. Sun's prescription, an “if” that’ 
migbt easily stand in the was of bricging his scheme to fruition. 
Bat we imaging that that does no! creatly worry China's most talk- 
ative adviser—he has spoken, 59 what more is there to say? : 

, Bus. unhappily. the bringing of peace and concord to China is 
jot such an easy matter as thas. The inference from Dr. Sun's 
declaration is that the whole of China's unrest is attributable te 
these now famous demands of Japan. In other words, had they 
never been made. China would to-day have bean a united and pros- 
perove country, with every promise of a continustion of this happy 
state of affzirs. Butthatis..we fear, assuming rather too much. 
China was 2 divided and disunited country long before these de- 
mands were ever put forward. Indeed. it would tax our memories 
to recall the time when conditions were otherwise. Itis very sootb- 
ing and reassuring to be told that if only, these demands could be 
got rid of, sll would be well. Bot China’s eternal dissension resis 
on otber causes than these. True, Japan's policy towards China 
hes had the effect of setting party against party and maybe io- 
creasing the trouble. Bat had these demands never been put 
forward we bave not the slightest doubt that political wrangling 
and party intrigue would still persist ip China, with the same 
disastrous results to the country as are being felt to-day. Dr. Sua 

_ would have the world believe that the present unrest is all due to 
a conflict between the patriotic and: liberty-loving section of the 
populace (of which, of course, he is one) and those others who are 
willing to sell China’s rights and sovereignty so longas they them- 
selves profit by the transaction. We prefer to believe that that is, 

-’ complete distortion of fact. 

The svhole trouble with China is that she is at the mercy of 
“contending groups of dishonest. self-seeking men and parties. 
Those who held office want to keeptheir positiona—not because they 
- are anxious to serve their country so much as to serve themselves. 
. Those who are out in the cold are willing to go to any lengths to 
get neater the joys aud comforts of office. Itis nothing but an 
auboly scramble for power and all that goes with it; and even now, 
after the latest resbuffle in Peking. we ‘cannot say that we arse 
sanguine of any marked change for the better. For Dr. Sun to say 
that if this-question of the Japanese demands were got out of the 
way, the rest would be easy—well,that can be written down as 80 
much sheer nonsense. From his own experience Dr.. Sun must

HAPPY HUPHONG. ; 
We were very pleased fo 
receive from a friend af onrs in 
Haiphong one or two interesting 
items whieb wo printed yesterday, 
but we can imagine that many of 
our readers, in company with 
ourselves, felt a little envious of 
the Haiphong folk when they 
laarned that houses can be obtain- 
ed there at from $30 to HD per 
month. Not small pokey, little 
things, but’ dive or six-roomed 
housea in a good locality served 
with electricity. That's a little 
different to a three-roam flat in 
Kowloon, costing $135 s month. 
And the correspondent went op 
to tell us thas the Governmant 
has sternly repressed profiteer- 
ing, one Chinese landlord, who 
began raising his rents, being 
fined $1,000 and deported fora 
year. We all know what has been 
allowed to happen here and we 
also know the attitula af the 
Govermnent—an attifude so 
lacking in determination to 
protect householders, native as 
well as ioreign, that it amounts 
to anenrouragement, In fact, our 
Haiphong correspondent tells us 
that a number of wealthy Chinese 
there are contemplating selling 
up and migrating to Hongkong 
where they could invest their 
money in house property and 
play the rent-profiseer without 
interference. When we read of 
such things as this we have an 
even greater realisation of how 
much could have been done 
in the interests “of Hongkoug 
residents. The Governor's recent 
threat that the establishment of 
a izir Rents Board would take 
place if profiteering went on 
seams to have had little or uo 
effect. for frequent instances are 
coming to our notice where 
Jandlords are getting an income 
on household property out of all 
reasonable proportion to the 
apital invested. The matter is 
one tha: affects the large native 
population even more acutely 
than foreigners and it is bigh time 
something was done to put a 
check on @ tendency that will 
develop into a serious matter 
Yong.

DISPOSING OF REFUSE. © 

Not so very long ago there was 
a meeting of the Sanitary Board 
at which the President (Mr, G. 
R. Sayer) made reference to 
Hoagkong’s—present-srstem. of 
dumping refuse at sea in which 
he admitted that the systern was 
open ta many objections. We 
agreed with him, and are of 
opinion that his proposal to damp 
the refuse in-a bay somewhere 
on tbe Ko«leon Peninsulz, and 
so utilise it for reclamation pur- 
pases, is also open to many objec- 
tions. In fact, the whole system 
of refuse collection and disposal 
here is about as antiquated and 
inefficient as it possibly could be 
in a modern city. There is 
very little that can be 
advanced in defence of the man- 
handled “dust carts” that slowly 
pérambolate our streets, and 
there is a valid objection to the 
continuance of the “dumps” on 
the Praya. There is no need to 
continue a system that neces- 
sitates the use of launches, and 
still [aa3 need to dump a lot of 
disease-breeding refuse on @ 
foreshore for purposes of. re- 
clamation, no matter how far 
removed from a populous dis- 
trict that foreshore may 
What we really need is some- 
thing similar to what has been 
adopted for Singapore, namely, 
the institotion of a ser- 
vice of covered-in motor vehicles. 
serving the various dis- 
triets, giving speedy removal 
of the refuse to an adequate and 
properly equipped incinerator.

A YEAR'S WORK. 


We take tha following from 
the annual report of the Post- 
master General for 1919. 


MAILS. 

The number of mail bags and 
packets despatched from Hong- 
kong during the year amounted 
to 144,392 as against 195,162 in 
ADIS, an increase of 9,450, the 
namber received waa 130754 as 

‘against 126,225, an increase of 
&329. 

The number of mail bags and 
packets sent in transit through 
the Colony amounted to 90,125 238 
against $1,562 in 1938, an inczease 
of 8856. 

Boxes and baskets in transit 
amounted to 10.163 as: asgins: 
11,307, 3 decrease of 1,158. 

4,549 steamers carrying mails 
arrived antl 6.463 leit in 1919 as 
against 4.501 and 5.697 respeciive- 
ty in WIS.
